Canyon Residents A.sk City 
Aid in I’uttins Fool in

The city council, at its meeting 
Tuesday night, and the fir.st fol¬ 
lowing the organization mteting 
of the board, establi.shed some¬ 
thing of a precedent in local an¬ 
nals by voting to vacate the ap¬ 
pointments made by Mayor Thayer 
at the previous meeting and sub¬ 
stituting a set of ‘‘hand-picked” 
majority-member appointment.^. 

Following the meeting la.st week 
Monday evening, it was rumored 
that the committee apiiointments 
had not met with favor among 
other members of the council, 
but everything seemed ‘‘<iuiet 
along the Potomac” until Tues¬ 
day afternoon, when Mayor Thay¬ 
er was informed that a motion 
would be presented to vacate the 
appointments. 

At the meeting Tuesday even¬ 
ing Trustee Belohlavek olfcred a 
motion to vacate the appointments 
and upon roll call Tru.stees Ile- 
lohlavek. Hall and Isaacs voteil 
“aye,” while Trustee Myers and 
Mayor Thayer voted “no” to the 
motion, which had received Mr. 
Isaacs’ second. 

There was no discussion as to 
the rea.sons for the action by the 
majority members, that having 
evidently been threshed out at 
the afternoon conference. 

The appointments under fire 
were as follows: Finance—Thay¬ 
er, Isaacs and Hall; Street and 
Police—Isaacs, Hall and Myers; 
Ordinance—Myers, Belohlavek and 
Hall; Sanitary—Belohlavek, Hall 
and Isaacs; Water—Hall, .Myers 
and Isaacs. 

The majority-member appoint¬ 
ments are as follows: Finance— 
Thayer, Belohlavek and H:ill: 
Water and Police— 

Street an<l Police—Isaacs, Hall 
and Myers; Water-Belohhavek, 
Isaacs and Hall; Onlinance—.My¬ 
ers, Belohlavek and Hall; Sanitary 
—Belohlavek, Hall and Isaacs. 

Mr. Belohlavek acted as spokes¬ 
man for the “winning” faction. 

Mayor Thayer, following the 
resolution, stateil that if his pres¬ 
ence as chairman of the tinance 
committee was going to prove 
embarrassing to other menihci.' 
of the committee he would be glad 
to step down, but Mr. Belohlavek 
stated that he was satisfied with 
the committee as revamped in 
the motion. 

In commenting upon the action 
of the majority board members 
Mayor Thayer slated that they 
were fully within their rights in 
so far as the legal aspects of the 
matter was concerned. As to the 
ethical phase he refused to com¬ 
ment, although he expres.sed re¬ 
gret that the majority members 
had thought it necessary to 
vacate the appointments which he 
had made in good faith following 
his unanimous selection as head of 
the official body. 

The matter of a fire patrol at 
the upper city limits during the 
summer was di.scu.ssed. Last year 
Sierra Madre [laid $(50, .Arcailia 
$40 and the county $2.') to main¬ 
tain a patrol of the area in (]ues- 
tion, and the same .schedule will 
prevail this year, it is believed, 
except that the Angeles National 
Forest will take over the county’s 
obligation. 

A bill for .$52 for shock absorb¬ 
ers for the police car was refer¬ 
red to the proper committee. In- 
teresteil observers remarked that 
it would have been a thoughtful 
act of courtesy to have furnished^ 
the mayor with a set of “shocks” 
prior to the announcement that 
his appointments were to he rel¬ 
egated to the ash can. 

J. K. Thompson and E. k. An¬ 
derson appeared in behalf of the 
Canyon Improvement AssocLation 
and requested aid from the city in 
the reconstruction of the canyon 
pool. A letter from the health 
board stated that it would be 
necessary to construct a walk and 
fence around the pool, inst.all a 
scum trough in the pool, and 
arrange for comfort stations be¬ 
fore the pool could be used by 
the public. It will also be neces¬ 
sary to disinfect the pool daily, 
the water to be changed at least 
once every ten days. 

Mr. 'Tliompson stated the can¬ 
yon residents would builil the ce¬ 
ment walk and put up the fence. 
Mr. Anderson retpiested the city

SchooLs are not handed down, 
but are builded up, according to 
Superintendent John A. Sexson, 
who addressed the large audience 
which gathered in the Woman’s 
Club House Wednesday night.

The work of the or¬ 
chestra aroused the enthusiasm of 
the audience and elicited favorable 
comment from the speakers. The 
great value of training under an 
‘ artist such as Mr. Gundry was 
pointed out. Mr. Gundry’s ac¬ 
companiment was played by Miss 
Hunt of the Woodrow Wilson 
music department. 

Principal Arthur M. Brown of 
Woodrow Wilson school and Prin¬ 
cipal Elizabeth Steinberger of the 
Sierra Madre school were intro¬ 
duced and spoke briefly, both mak¬ 
ing it plain that there is a very 
close relation betxveen the t’wo 
schools. It was evident that even 
after the 7th and 8th grades were 
transferred to Wilson school, the 
close co-operation gave local pu¬ 
pils the benefit of well coordi¬ 
nated training all the way thru. 

Mr. Se.xson said he was glad to 
come to the meeting in the face 
of the handicap of a severe cold 
to testify to the value of the 
work of .Masonry in thus seeking 
to stimulate interest in the pub¬ 
lic schols.

■ pupils were crammed with such 
an array of facts as they could 

; absorb without being trained in 
[initiative or responsibility. 

The big job of the schools now¬ 
adays is to prepare pupils for the 
problems of life in a democracy, 
in the opinion of Mr. Sexson. To 
do this they mu.st be allowed to 
live and work in a school democ¬ 
racy. They must be taught to 
make their own choice of the best 
things, to line up with those who 
are doing their work well, getting 
their lessons and achieving the 
honors attainable in school life. 
When an ambition for such things 
can he instilled into the pupil’s 
mind the battle is largely won. 
This is the aim in providing stu¬ 
dent body organizations and many 
things which are sometimes crit¬ 
icized as side issues and not ger¬ 
mane to the teaching of the old- 
fashioned three R’s. 

The public must aid in develop¬ 
ing sentiment and planning for 
the right kind of schools. Tlie 
teaching force have the responsi¬ 
bility for executing the plan, and 
Mr. Sexson declared the e.s.sentials 
are being taught as well a.s they 
ever were, even though not in 
the form they were learned by 
the older generations. Then the 
public has the responsibility of 
keeping informed ns to what is 
being done, arriving at just jude- 
ments, and then of giving credit

“learniiiK to eat” years. ' 

‘‘Mother’s on a diet” heard 
often and observed keenly focuses 
the child’s attention on food jjro- 
hibitions. 'Fhe child ((uickly imi¬ 
tates, atui likewise ima^rines that 
certain foodjj also affect him. It 
is a pernicious habit for a child 
to think that his stomach is a 
delicate orj^an which is nnide ill 
by this food and that food. A 
child is easily led to believe that 
foods he thinks he dislikes arc- 
a source of discomfort to him. .\ 
child’s imitation of iidults estab¬ 
lishes his likes and dislikes. 'Poo 
often the jisycholo^fical and emo¬ 
tional causes are confused with a 
so-thoujfht physical cau.-ce. 

A child’s health and happiness 
in later years is alfected by the 
food likes and dislikes that ho has 
ac(|uircd. -It is therefore of preat 
importance that he should be sur¬ 
rounded by the very best ‘‘eatimc 
examples.” Whims and fancies of 
frrown-uj)S should be- barred from 
the table where children eat. Kyes 
and ears are yver alert to find 
.somothitiK to indtate. Often if 
Pfrand-father dips his toast in his 
coffee, grandson refuses his toast 
dry. Heinj? a Krown-up doe^ not 
guarantee a knowled);rc of food 
values and the ways of learning 
to eat. 

A child is most successfully fed 
alone durinK the very early years. 
He is then not distractc.-d by 
watchinjf others eat and can cen¬ 
ter his entire atterdion on his I 
own food. He can be directed 
quietly in forming proper eatinj' 
habits, when he eats alone or with 
his brothers and sisters. His crude 
efforts do not disturb the family 
group. He may up-set and sidll 
food with impunity, for his teach¬ 
er understands that it all goes in 
the learning process of co-ordinat¬ 
ing uptrained muscles and nerve.s.
